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Dospifco  tho  cessation  of  hostilities  the  Ministry 
of  Hoalth  has  mado  no  change  and  this  Report  is, 
therefore,  again  prosontod  in  an  abbreviated  interim 
form. 

Over  all  thorc-  has  boon  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
casGs  of  Infectious  Disoaso  notified  and  also  in  tho 
variety  of  those  conditions.  Tho  Scarlet  Fever  total 
shows  a  slight  decline  and,  of  the  cases  brought  to 
notice,  the  majority  were  of  minor  severity,  Moaslos  and 
Who  aping  Gough  accounted  for  the  greatest  numbors;  in  the 
former  tho  total  was  almost  half  of  that  of  1944  while 
the  latter  showed  a  slight  rise  on  the  figuro  of  tho 
procoding  year.  Noithor  complaint,  however,  was  epidemic 
in  tho  twolvo  months.  No  other  disease,  from  its 
frequency,  roquirod  comment  with,  possibly,  tho  exception 
of  Ophthalmia’ Noonatorum  which  has  boon  present  in  largor 
numbers  than  usual.  Diphthoria  was  completely  absont 
from  tho  District. 

Tuberculosis  totals  in  tho  Register  continue  to  riso 
but  it  is  difficult  to  assess  tho  significance  of  this 
riso  with  tho  incroasod  industrialisation  of  tho  area. 

From  this  complaint  thcro  woro  C  doaths  from  all  forms  of 
this  disease  giving  a  Death  Rate  which  compares  favourably 
with  that  Df  tho  Country. 

Vital  statistics  show  that  the  I^irth  Rate  remains 
almost  constant  and  is  considerably  abovo  that  generally 
prevailing  -  the  Doaths  in  Infants  under  1  year  is  also 
stable  but  again  averages  above  that  of  England.  The 
Gcnoral  Death  Rato  shows  littlo  change  and  varios  little 
from  that  of  the  Country, 

As  in  tho  precoding  year  there  were  no  deaths  assigned 
to  maternal  causes. 

The  .Sanitary  circumstances  of  tho  Area  aro  doalt  with 
in  the  ro levant  sections  of  this  Roport.  While  Housing  has 
beon  a  first  consideration  it  will  be  seen  from  the  Report 
that  ancillary  and  other  services  have  shown  expansion,  in 
keeping  with  the  progressive  aims  of  the  Council, 

The  Medical  Officor  of  Health  thanks  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  for  their  loyalty  and  close  collaboration  in  the 
working  of  tho  Health  Department  during  the  year,  hg  feels, 
however,  that  with  tho  pressure  of  work  in  this  Department 
special  consideration  should  be  givon  to  the  providing  of 
mature  clerical  assistance  to  permit  thoso  Officers  to  more 
intimately  supervise  thoir  district  and  relieve  them  of  the 
strain  of  office  routine.

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POPULATION.  Tho  ostimatod  population  for  tho  curront  year 
shows  a  doclino  on  that  of  1944,  This  is  in 
conformity  with  similar  returns  for 
neighbouring  Authorities  but  with  tho  prospect 
of  industrial  enterprise ,  additions  to 
established  works  and  now  developments  tho  trond 
towards  higher  totals  of  rosidonts  is 
anticipated.  In  addition  tho  derequisitioning 
of  houses  in  tho  Donnington  Area  will  provide 
for  some  hundreds  of  now  rosidonts.  In  this 
Aroa  tho  populaco  which  has  had,  as  yet,  no 
opportunity  of  living  together  undor  peace 
conditions  has,  up  to  tho  present,  boon  divided 
into  two  factions,  those  who  work  undor 
Government  employ  and  those  otherwise  engaged, 
Whilo  tho  former  have  boon  able  to  enjoy 
entertainments  and  recreations,  State  provided, 
tho  others  havo  boon  largo ly  debarred  from  such. 

It  would  soum  that  this  state  of  affairs  is 
undesirable  and  is  to  bo  avoided  at  all  costs 
whoro  tho  whole  civilian  community  is  subject  to 
tho  onq  Local  Authority*  To  establish  communal 
life  on  a  uniform  basis  and  to  offer  to  all  equal 
facilities  for  sport  and  amusement,  together  with 
oducational  opportunity,  ovory  effort  should  be 
'  mado  to  complete  tho  plannod  sohomo  for  this  Aroa. 
It  would  soom  to  the  wrltor  that  tho  most  urgont 
needs  aro  for  Hall  Accommodation,  this  for  a 
varioty  of  purposos.  Playing  Fields  (for  football, 
cricket  and  tonnis)  and  perhaps  a  cinema.  It  is 
known  that  those  and  other  essontials  of  a 
*  communal  lifo  havo  boon  plannod  but  now  bhoy 
should  be  prossod  for  as  vital  to  tho  local  life.

SECTION  »B" 


General  provision  for  Health  Sorvices  in  District . 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE.  Up  to  the  Gnd  of  tho  Yoar  littlo  change 

"leas  taken  placo  in  this  but  mootings,  with  tho  view  to 
securing  a  joint  service,  with  several  Authorities  taking 
part,  had  been  continuing  and  although  progross  had  been 
slow  the  scheme  Was  at  last  taking  shapo.  Tho  two 
Authorities  chiefly  interested,  oakengates  and  tho  Local 
Council,  had  determined  that  no  obstacle  should  be  allowed 
to  obstruct  tho  formation  of  this  service  whoso  benefits 
quite  overshadowed  detorront  considerations.  With  this 
for  guidanco  a  service,  if  need  bo  limited  to  tho  two 
Authorities,  only,  would  bo  established.  Daw  ley, 

Wellington  Urban  and  Newport  showed  interest  but  tho 
certainty  of  their  j oinin^  was  problematical;  porhaps 
least  so  in  tho  case  of  Daw  ley.  Donning  ton  had  been 
decided  as  the  centre,  as  in  that  area,  the  Council  had 
buildings  requiring  little  reconstruction  to  make  a 
satisfactory  ambulance  dopot,  housing  was  available  for 
personnel  and  the  contro  itsolf,  was  vory  woll  placed  for 
easy  access  to  all  parts  of  tho  industrial  area  dependent 
on  the  scheme.  It  was  docidod  that  two  ambulances,  already 
in  possession,  would  bo  the  basis  of  working;  a  wholG 
time  drivor  would  bo  appointed  and,  in  addition,  the 
provision  of  an  assistant,  trained  in  first-aid  to 
accompany  the  patients.  A  re liof  driver,  also,  would  be 
secured;  one  who  would  bo  on  call  when  tho  first 
ambulance  was  in  action  and  would  be  ready  to  take  oVGr 
tho  second  ambulanco.  With  this  nucleus  and,  likely  to 
bo  greatly  assistod  by  offers  of  collaboration  from  the 
local  National  Fire  Sorvicc  which  is  in  occupation  in 
part  of  this  centre,  some  reasonable  approach  to  a  complete 
service,  ready  to  begin  in  1946,  was  envisaged*  Should 
Dawley  decido  to  mako  a  third  partner  that  Authority  with 
its  splendid  ambulance,  would  give  a  combination  much  in 
advance  of  anything  of  this  nature  soon  in  tho  area. 
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Simultaneously  with  this  planning  tho  County 
Authority  had  formulated  a  schema  to  provide  a  unit 
system  of  ambulance  service  to  .aver  tho  wholo  of 
thoir  administrative  aroa.  Such  service  as  would  bo 
the  sum  of  all  local  undertakings  which  could  give 
assurance  of  certainty  of  24  hourly  readiness  and 
would  bo  complementary  to  their  neighbours.  It  is 
believed  that  the  County  Authority  will  approve  tho 
proposed  local  scheme  for  Donnington  and  that  this 
will  become  an  integral  part  of  the  greater  unification# 

MORTUARY  SERVICE.  No  change  has  boon  made  in  this.  With 

two  reasonably  satisfactory  buildings,  one  at  Wellington 
and  tho  other  at  Newport  tho  facilities  average  well 
with  those  of  adjacent  Authorities.  It  may  bo  noted, 
howovor,  that  two  othor  Councils  are  lacking  in 
accommodation  of  this  nature  and  it  may  bo  urged  on 
tho  Local  Council  tho  consideration  of  tho  formation  of 
a  Joint  Mortuary  Centro?  again  it  could  be  at  the 
Donnington  Depot:  which  would  be  convenient  to,  perhaps, 
throo  Districts  and  could  provide  a  building  of  such 
construction  as  would  bo  much  in  ad vane o  of  that 
generally  available.  Tho  Centre  at  Donnington  lands 
itsolf  to  consideration  of  this  plan  and  would  bo  a  step 
in  tho  direction  of  adding  yet  one  further  public  Health 
Sorvico  to  a  part  where  control  and  supervision  would  bo 
easily  available. 

SECTION  "G" 

VERMIN  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION.  Tho  Authority  has  contracted 
with  the  C  oimty’ C  Dune  i”a.  for  that  Body  to  doal.  with  all 
infestations  of  rats  on  sewage  disposal  works  and  rofuso 
tips.  There  havo  bGon  few  complaints  of  tho  prosuncc  of 
those  in  the  District.  In  routine  examination  some  of 
tho  main  sewers  havo  boon  inspected  for  thoir  presence 
but  this  work  has  not  boon  completed.  Of  tho  sowers 
oxaminod  it  was  reported  that  thorc  Was  littlG  ovidonco 
of  this  vermin  in  large  numbers.  During  the  course  of 
tho  Yoar  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  attended  mootings  at 
Shrewsbury  whore  instruction  has  been  given  in  tho  modern 
moans  of  control  and  extermination  of  this  post. 

Some  complaints  havo  boon  ^ocoivod  of  bugs,  fleas  and 
cockroaches  in  homos  *  Thoso  have  come  not  only  from  tho 
tenants  of  Council  Houses  but  also  from  thoso  living  in 
othor  properties.  Such  casGs  haVG  been  treated  by  spraying 
with  zaldecidc  and  this  appears  to  havo  been  satisfactory. 

For  clothing  infos  ted  with  vermin  or  othorwiso  info c tod 
the  Authority  has  depended  on  tho  facilities  offered  by  the 
County  public  Assistance  Deportment  at  their  Institution  in 
Wellington.  Du  -ing  the  Yoar  some  bedding  has  boon  treated 
at  this  Centre „  The  offer  of  the  use  of  this  disinfestation 
plant  is  conditional  and  delays  havo  been  oxperiuncod  in 
securing  its  use.  Again  with  tho  buildings  and  convonionces 
at  Donnington  the  Committee  might  considor  tho  establishment 
of  a  plant,  more  accessible .  Cohor  neighbouring  Councils 
aro  in  a  Similar  position  and  it  might  bo  another 
opportunity  for  joint  planning* 

SCAVENGING  SERVICE.  This  has  in  the:-  past  boon  restricted  to 

tho”  mo s t  papule ’ i s  parts  of  the  District  but  it  is  planned, 
immodiatoly,  to  enlarge  the  area  of  collection.  With 
this  extension  parishes  closely  related  with  tho  towns  of 
Nowport  and  Wellington  will  bo  served  in  addition  and, 
moro  distantly,  tho  village  of  High  Ercall.  For  tho  moro 
romotc  areas  suoh  as  aro  not  eoa.vanionfc  for  regular  rounds 
collections  L'f  rofuso  and  .accumulations  of  rubbish  aro 
mado  as  requested. 
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The  principal  service  is  fortnightly  and  this  has 
boon  well  maintained  throughout  the  Year.  Tho 
maintenance  of  vehicles  and  tho  labour  employed  has 
been  satisfactory. 

Two  tipping  centros  are  in  use  at  Donnington  Wood 
and  Hadloy  and  while  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
establish  a  properly  controlled  disposal  precautions 
have  been  taken  to  avoid  tho  occurrence  of  any  nuisance. 

To  prevent  tho  haphazard  disposal  of  rubbish  by  private 
individuals  special  attention  has  been  directed  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  fencing  at  Donnington  Wood. 

Now  that  dustbins  are  more  plentiful  there  is  need 
for  tho  enforcement  of  the  use  of  such  as  are  of  standard 
size  and  construction.  To  aid  householders  in  this, 
provision  has  boon  made  by  tho  Council  to  hold  a  stock 
which  will  allow  householders  to  obtain  them  more  easily 
and  advantageously.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  tho 
Council  in  tho  mattor  of  tho  establishment  of  a  dustbin 
service,  receptacles  Council  owned, 

Tho  Sanitary  Inspectors  report  that  complaints, 
mostly  emanating  from  tho  Donnington  Area,  havo  been 
rocoivcd  of  the  disposal  in  dustbins  of  vegetable  mattor 
which  could  otherwise  havo  boon  destroyed.  This  disposal 
croates  a  nasty  smolling  refuse  which  is  not  only 
unploasant  to  tho  collector  but  also  acts  on  the  container 
and  shortens  its  life.  It  has. also  boon  noted  that  in  the 
mining  districts,  whore  fuel  consumption  is  greater  than 
tho  average,  there  is  a  corresponding  rise  in  the  amount 
of  ashes  requiring  collection. 

5ALVAG-E  SERV ICE .  This  is  now  restricted  to  rags,  bonos  and 

paper.  A  dofinito  doorcase  in  the  quantity  collected  has 
boon  reported  and  in  place  of  a  regular  service  collections 
aro  now  made  on  request.  Exception  to  this  is  mado  to 
trading  establishments  whore  periodic  calls  havo  boon  mado, 
Tho  Authority  undertakes  this  work  alone  as  tho  Women’s 
Voluntary  Sorvico  has  coasod  to  co-operate.  Over  tho  Year 
it  has  boon  shown  that  tho  income  received  from  tho  salo  of 
goods  does  not  cover  oxponditurc, 

WAT ER  S UP P L IES .  Tho  main  sorvico  for  tho  Area  is  situated 

near  to  tho  village  of  Lillcshall,  At  these  works  an 
additional  borcholo  will,  shortly,  be  added  as  plans  have 
boon  passed  for  this  extension.  When  this  has  boon 
completed  and  is  working  the  capacity  of  the  total  plant 
will  be  in  tho  region  of  one  and  a'  half  million  gallons  per 
day.  At  present  700,000  gallons  per  day  are  being 
pumpod.  For  this  source  no  change  has  boon  made  in  tho 
storage  capacity.  Auxiliary  supplies  aro  procured  from 
Dawloy  to  Now  'Works,  Rod  Lake  and  Ketloy  and  from  Y/ollington 
Town,  Admaeton,  Wrockwardinc ,  Hadley  and  Kotloy  are  served. 

While  no  major  extensions  have  be  on  c  omp  lc  tod  plans 
havo  been  proparod  to  permit  a  supply  to  Summorhill,  noar 
Edgmond .  Consideration  has  also  boon  given  and  it  is 
expoctod  that  work  will  be  put  in  hand  for  the  roliof  of 
tho  RGd  Lake-Kctloy  Bank  Area  by  extension  from  the 
neighbouring  Shifnal  Water  Undertaking.  Under  this  schcmo 
additional  storage  facilities  will  also  be  providod.  In 
tho  past  groat  hardship  has  been  experienced  by  tho  residents 
in  this  area  through  the  cutting  off  of  tho  prosont  supply 
from  Dawloy.  Every  off  or  t  has  boon  mado  to  secure 
supplies  from  the  Wellington  Urban  Authority  for  the 
villagos  of  Horton, Preston  and  Kynnorslcy  but  little 
progress  has  boon  made.  Part  of  the  villago  of  Horton  only 
is  supplied  by  a  lon  main  rccontly  laid  by  tho  Wellington 
Urban  District  Council.  While  tho  aforesaid  districts 
havo  roasonablo  prospocts  of  securing  at  an  oarly  date 
adequate  service  thore  are  still  parishes  whoro  tho  water 
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is  uncertain  in  quality  and  in  others  whore  dopondonco 
has  to  bo  p lac od  on  small  wells.  The  intention  of  the 
Council  is  to  give  main  sorvico  as  widely  as  possible 
but  for  the  prosent  progress  is  slow.  Help  should, 
however,  be  given  in  this  endeavour  through  the 
recommendations  of  tho  Consulting  Water  Engineer  who  is 
at  present  making  a  comprehensive  survey  of  all  water 
sources  available  in  tho  larger  area.  It  Is 
anticipated  that  through  these  rocomendations ,  the 
maximum  area  will  bo  served  with  tho  minimum  of  over¬ 
lapping  of  individual  water  undertakings. 

Periodic  sampling  has  boon  carried  out  and  from 
tho  Lilloshall  Supply  thero  have  boon  consistently  good 
reports;  from  other  examinations  reports  havo  boon  loss 
satisfactory.  Tho  Lilloshall  Supply,  in  addition  to  its 
high  standard  of  purity,  is  chlorinated  before 
distribution.  Tho  gcnoral  maintonanco  of  service  has 
been  good  throughout  tho  twelve  months.  Whore  nocossary 
repairs  have  boon  carried  out  causing  little  inconvenience 
to  the  consumer:  such  breakdowns  have  been  tho  result 
of  adverse  weather  conditions.  No  change  has  takon 
place  in  the  supply  of  housos  dependent  on  standpipos 
and  their  number  romains  unchanged* 

SEWERS  AND  SEWERAGE.  Tho  principal  sowago  disposal  works  is 
situatod  at  Donning  ton.  Hero  extensions  havo  boon  mado 
towards  completion  of  this  schomo.  Now  filtor-hods, 
eodinantati on  and  humus  ■  tanks  havo  boon  added.  Tho 
Sanitary  Inspoctor  roports  that  theso  arc  working  woll 
and  that  now  his  chiof  concorn  is  the  method  of 
cultivation  to  bo  omployod  on  tho  surrounds  to  comploto  tho 
appearance  of  this  undertaking. 

Sludge  disposal  from  those  works  has  not  prosontod 
any  difficulty  duo  to  tho  efforts  of  tho  Officers  concerned. 

At  Law  ley  Works,  a  satisfactory  report  has  boon 
re  turned • 

At  Hadley,  tho  results  of  tho  re -os tab lishmont  of  tho 
land -drainage  systom  with  tho  improved  methods  omployod 
for  percolation  to  thoso  has  givon  good  rosults. 

At  Leogomory,  tho  Ministry  of  Hoalth  has  sanctioned 
the  use  of  oloc tricity  for  pumping,  and,  in  addition,  thGro 
will  be  a  new  pumphouse* 

The  reports  on  the  Admaston  and  Horton  Works,  whoro 
broad  irrigation  plays  a  largo  part  in  the  treatment,  havo 
boen  good. 

In  those  Council  properties  whore  disposal  is 
dependent  on  soptic  tanks  many  complaints  havo  arisen 
of  tho  difficultios  experienced  through  such  mothods* 

At  Lilloshall  tho  prosont  scheme  which  is  unsatis¬ 
factory  provides  for  part  of  the  village  only.  As  plans 
havo  boon  proparod  for  sewering  tho  village  as  an  oxtonsion 
of  tho  Donnington  Schomo  and,  as  tho  needs  of  tho  romaindor 
of  the  Village  havo  to  bo  mot,  together  with  such  housing 
as  is  in  preparation  or  is  planned,  it  would  seem  that  this 
is  a  schomc  which  should,  with  advantage,  be  furthered  at  an 
oar ly  date. 

At  Edgmond,  to  replace  tho  many  unsatisfactory  domestic 
schemes,  plans  havo  boon  made  for  a  survoy  to  be  takon  with 
a  view  to  tho  providing  of  a  completer  sewage  schcmo  to 
sorve  the  whole  of  this  village.  It  had  boon  thought, 
at  one  timo,  that  a  combination  with  Newport  Council 
with  tho  final  disposal  at  their  works  would  suit 
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the  area  bub  this  plan  has  boon  abandoned. 

While  no  major  ox  tension  of  soWors  has  taken 
place  individual  connections  from  houses  to  tho  sGrvico 
sower  have  boon  ab lo  bo  bo  completed  in  some  casos 
i.o.  Muxton.  In  this  connection  there  is  noed  for 
pressure  to  socuro  the  maximum  connections  to  the  Water 
carriage  system  and  this  is  most  evident  in  tho  Donningbon, 
Kobloy  and  Law  lo  y  Districts. 

No  breakdowns  havo  occurred  in  this  main  service. 

• 

During  tho  courso  of  the  Year  inspections  havo  boon 
mado  of  lavatory  accommodation  in  schools  and  in  corbain 
eases  rcc ommondati ons  havo  boon  made  for  improvement , 

Tho  attention  of  tho  Council  has  also  boon  dircctod  to 
tho  lack  of  such  facilibios  for  the  p.ublic.  This  applios 
in  tho  industrial  areas  and  stops  are  being  taken  bo 
romody  this  at  Donningtoni  Following  this  tho  Authority 
might  with  advantage  furnish  additional  convonioncos  at 
points  from  that  District  to  Wellington  the  whole  of  which, 
covering  some  throo  bo  four  .miles,  is  closoly  populated 
and  is  completely  lacking  in  any  form  of  public  convonionco. 

SECTION  "D" 

HOUSING.  To  satisfy  tho  almost  incessant  domands  for  housing 
from  pooplo  who  havo  boon  living  undor  vory  difficult 
conditions  bhroughb-out  the  War  Years  and,  for  whom  tho 
Authority  has  boon  ab  lo  bo  do  littlo,  tho  Council  has 
preparod  a  housing  schomo  for  the  wholo  Aroa  in  which 
considorabi on  has  boon  given  to  tho  claims  of  both  tho 
urbanised  and  rural  communities.  The  components  of  this 
schomo  arc  in  various  stages  of  advanoemont :  in  a  fow 
districts  tho  building  of  tho  houses  has  started  while, 
at  tho  other  extromo,  little  preparation  has  boon  ab  lo  to 
bo  dono  beyond  tho  provisional  allocation  of  sites.  In 
this  latter  catogory  tho  numbers  aro  small  and  generally 
it  may  bo  said  that  those  plans  aro  well  advancod  and  should 
c  Dcio  to  fruition  within  tho  noxb  yoar  or  two. 

No  request  had  boon  made  by  tho  Council  to  build 
temporary  housos  as  it  was  felt  that  the  so  wore  unsuitod  to 
tho  District, 

In  tho  pormanont  class  there  aro  two  typos  of 
dwellings  -  tho  swodish  (in  limitod  numbers)  and  the  more 
usual  brick  built  structuro. 

Swodish  housos  numbering  12  in  all  will  bo  constructed 
and  they  will  bo  dividod  among  tho  following  parishes  :~

Building  Under  private  entorpriso  has  boon  in 
abcyanco  so  far  as  tho  oroction  of  now  houses  but  4 
properties  at  Eyton  are  boing  reconstructed.  This 
reconstruction  is  subject  to  a  grant  for  tho  improvoment 
of  rural  dwellings* 

Up  to  tho  end  of  tho  Year  no  relief  was  experienced 
in  the  Donnington  Area  through  the  oxpoctod  release  of 
Council  Houses  from  their  presont  occupants  -  service 
personnel*  However ,  it  is  anticipated  that  a  stop  in 
this  direction  will  bo  taken  early  in  1946  when  this 
additional  property  should  again  bo  available  for 
civilian  uso* 

In  an  effort  to  overcome  tho  housing  shortage  as 
quickly  as  possiblo  consideration  has  been  givon  to  the 
adaption  of  camp  dwellings,  formerly  used  by  the  services, 
to  civilian  domestic  uso.  Those  at  Kotlcy  Brook  and 
Cluddlcy  have  been  inspected  but  with  tho  difficulty 
attendant  on  conversion  to  this  uso  no  further  stops  have 
boon  taken.  At  tho  momont  thor<_  are  more  than  1,000 
applicants  on  tho  Housing  List  and,  in  addition  accommodation 
will  have  to  bo  found  for  ouch  persons  as  are  known  to  be 
living  under  ovorcrowdod  conditions  Dr  may  require  to  be 
displaced  from  unfit  homes. 

Maintenance  and  repairs  have  been  carriod  out  on 
Council  property  and  the  Donnington  District  has,  in 
particular,  received  attention*  This  work  has  been  by 
direct  labour  and  such  material  ha 3  been  used  as  has  boon 
available.  On  Privato  property,  only  tho  most  urgont 
repairs  havo  boon  able  to  be  enforced  as  privato  building 
is  subject  in  great  measure,  to  pormissive  licences  which 
arc  granted  by  tho  Licensing  Officer  and  to  socuro  such 
certain  qualifications  arc  necessary. 

As  was  said  at  the  beginning  of  tho  Section  there  are 
very  many  residents  looking  for  new  homos  and  complaints 
of  overcrowding'  and  bad- living  conditions  aro  froquont. 

Cases  of  caravan  and  hut-dwellers  have  beon  roported 
and  those  havo  boon  subjected  tD  inspection  and  supervision. 
In  some  casos  the  poriod  of  stay  has  been  vory  short.  It 
has  been  found  possiblo  to  rehouse  certain  of  thoso  hut- 
dwollers  whoro  tho  conditions  bf  living  havo  boon  found  to 
be  particularly  unsatisfactory. 

During  tho  courso  of  the  Year  no  houses  have  boon 
officially  condomnod.  It  is  appreciated  that  many  homes 
have  fallen  into  this  class  and  such  will  be  roportod  on 
tho  completion  of  tho  Rural  Housing  Survay  for  which 
classification  has  boon  made  and  preparation  for 
commencing  Is  almost  complete. 

During  tho  Yoar  tho  Council  co-opted  Roprosontati vos 
of  tho  Houso  wives  from  the  principal  parishes  and  the  so 
havo  had  the  opportunity  of  expressing  their  views  on  tho 
proposod  housing  and  on  tho  facilities  and  furnishing  of 
thoso  now  properties.

Materials  and  labour  have  been  in  short  supply  but, 
dospito  this,  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  roports  progross  in 
the  building  and  reconditioning  of  cow-housos  and  dairies 
and  ho  has  oxprossod  himself  as  satisfiod  with  what  has 
boon  dono.  Difficulty  has  been  oxpcrioncod  in  tho  gonoral 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  distribution,  duo  in 
largo  measure  to  tho  triple  control  i , o .  tho  County,  the 
Local  and  the  Farmors  War  Executive  Committoos.  In  some 
part  to  ovorcomo  3uch  difficulties  mootings  havo  boon  hold 
with  tho  County  Modical  Officer  of  Health  with  the  aim  of 
formulating  standards  for  guidanco  for  producers  and  which 
standards,  if  followod,  would  advance  farms  to  that  level 
roquirod  of  a  dosignatod  producer.  Tho so  roc ommondat ions 
arc  now  available  in  a  printed  form. 

In  tho  Rural  Area  complaints  of  tho  quality  of  milk 
have  boon  fow  but,  no  vor  tho  loss ,  it  is  felt  that  much 
could  still  bo  dono  by  small  retailors  in  the  raising  of 
thoir  standard  of  hygiono.  in  this  thoy  aro ,  at  prosGnt, 
'handicappod  in  many  casos  by  lack  of  wator  supplios. 

Moat  and  pthor  Foods. 

Tho  District  continuos  to  bo  sorvod  chiofly  from  the 
Control  Abbatoir  at  Shrewsbury  -  tho  area  adjoining  Newport 
is  dopondent  on  that  town  for  its  supply.  Towards  tho  end 
of  tho  Year  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  at  Nowport,  who  has 
controlled  and  suporvisod  slaughtering  at  that  Centro 
throughout  tho  War,  expressed  the  dcsiro  for  tho  co-opora- 
tion  of  othor  participating  authorities  and  with  this 
viow  tho  Ministry  of  Hoalth  concurred.  While  the  Local 
Authority  does  not  haVG  sorvico  to  tho  samo  oxtont  as  the 
Shifnal  Di^briot  it  is  folt  that  thGy  should  bo  proparod 
to  offor  assistance  in  ratio  as  they  aro  sorvod.  It  is 
hoped  that  agroomont  will  bo  roachod  whereby  the  throe 
Authorities  will  combino  and  so  divide  this  duty. 

No  slaughtering  takos  place  in  tho  Rural  Area  boyond 
3uch  as  occurrs  among  cottage  pig  keepers.  Carcases  of 
such  aro  oxaminod  by  tho  Local  Officers  on  roquost. 

Such  moat  as  comos  into  tho  District  from  tho  main 
contras  is  oxaminod  if  such  roquost  is  mado  by  tho  ratal lGrs.
